These packages including the Power of Attorney and Authorization of Agent (one page), 
the Declaration for Utility or Design Patent Application (four pages), the Assignment 
(four pages), a check in the amount of $1.00, a large self-addressed, stamped return 
envelope for the return of these documents, a cover letter to each addressee, with a copy 
of that letter including a line at the bottom for the addressee to sign if he or she were 
unwilling to sign these documents with a #10 self- addressed and stamped envelope. As 
of this date, the U.S. Postal Service has returned none of these packages to us, nor have 
the addressees.

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however, I had learned that Frances Yen-Potin was no longer employed by Valigen, so I 
sent her package to her home address: 11705 Tondino Court, San Diego, California 
92131. Again I sent Barbara Bour's to her home address. Also, about this time we 
learned that Bernard Bihain was now in France, and had an address he was using there. I 
forwarded the formal documents to Helene Sarraseca for forwarding to Mr. Bihain at the 
address he had given us: 1, rue de Chapry, 35260, Cancale, France.
